— ?, In 19)8 the Soviets decided to construct a fuel devot at the site of 
the former German anunition depot of zchleife (0 52/A 7), which 
was destroyed in 1945 and 196. The depot was built on the 2attern of 

two newly constructed fucl depots in Czechoslovakia. The installation 
29X1X was designed to have a total capacity of about 5 million liters of 
fuel, including gasoline, diesel fuel and oils. 


8, In the fall of 1950 it was luerned that the construction work at the 
Schleife depot vas being performed almost exclusively by German iirms, 
working under Soviet supervision. The construction chief was an NVD 
lieutenant colonel. The fuel tanks installed were of various types. 
Observed wore chiefly groups of five 25-cubic meter tanks, five 50= 
cubic meter tanks, and three 75=cubic meter tanks, All tanks, with 
the exception of those built alon: the railroad sour, were installed 
underground and covered with a layer of earth, about 1 moter hich. 
The oil tanks were placed on a pile foundation, lined with boards, 
covered with carth, and camouflascd. Fuel was pumped from railroad 
cars to the tanks throuch detachable pipe lines, 


9. Hofore installing the warnins and security cevices in the devot section
